With the primary election one week 


from tomorrow in North Dakota cam- 
paign workers have shaken off the 
apparent lethargy that has marked 
the campaign and puzzled politicians 
of all factions. A driving campaign 
f inish is expected, though without t*e 
bitterness of past campaigns, and 
without the flare of drums or display 
of banners. - 


The silence upon part of voters, 


however, is not taken to means that a 
full vote will not be cast It is expect- 
ed that die vote will exceed that of 
the recall election, and may range 
around 230,000 in the Republican and 
Democratic primaries. Discussion of 
many issues in the campaign from an 
economic or business standpoint has 
failed to arouse enthusiasm hut has 
brought sober reflection on the part 
of the voters. 


Governor Neatos, B. P. Baker and 
H. L. Stegner, Republican candidates 
foe Governor, will be in 
the field 


every day until election. Although 
there is a lively fight among Demo- 
crats there is no speaking campaign 
conducted by them. The scramble for 
county offices in most counties is exr 
peeted to be an important factor in 
getting practically every voter to the 
polls. 


The Democratic vote, which 
has 


been the subject of much discussion, 
probably will be between 30,000 and 
35,000 according to estimates of, De- 
mocrats who have sought registra- 
tion figures from various counties. 
In some counties there is a decrease 
in the Democratic registration while 
in others a marked increase is shown. 
The vote for O'Connor in 1920 was 
7,900; the exact Democratic registra- 
tion is not knowm ^

LABOR ATTITUDE DOUBTED 


(By the Associated Press) 


London, June 21.— The striking re- 
sults of the Irish elections as far' as 
announced are welcomed here with 
enthusiasm, coupled -with, praise for 
the "common sense" of the Irish peo- 
ple, whose verdict is 
regarded 
as 


strengthening the position of the An- 
glo-Irish treaty and the new consti- 
tution. 
It is recognized, however that re- 


jection of the extremists at the polls 
has not removed all the difficulties 
of the situation. The labor vote which 
is generally remarked as one of the 
most notable features of the polling, 
is claimed for the treaty side, but it 
is declared by some observers that 
the Irish labor party is far more la- 
borite than treatyite, and its future 
attitude in reference to the country's 
politics is unknown. 


The Dublin correspondent of 
the 


Daily Telegraph expressing his views 
in this connection, which are support- 
ed in other quarters, says: 


"It is doubtful how far labor will 


support the treaty. Labor has its own 
idea, namely a workers' republic, in 
which everything would be subservi- 
ent to the artisan and laborer. 


"The labor party in Ireland is not 


like the English labor party; its ten- 
dency is toward Bolshevism. How far 


ing-.(for. which they probably were well 
paid), and had their picture taken.''

for the construction of what was de- 
scribed as a scientific tariff based on 
th.e differences {between JjonvVrsion 
costs in this country and abroad 
would be set up under an amendment 
to the pending tariff bill proposed to- 
day by Senator Frelinghuysen, Re- 
publican, New Jersey, who as a mem- 
ber of the finance committee, helped 
draft the present measure. 


Under the amendment, the tariff 


commission would be enlarged to ten 
members and would be required to 
recommend to congress not later than 
December 1, 1923, and each six 
months thereafter, rates of duty ne- 
cessary to equalize the differences in 
conversion costs as disclosed by in- 
vestigations which it would make. 


Would Hold for Life 


The members of the commission 


would be appointed by the president, 
would hold office for life and would 
receive salaries of $12,000 each, the 
same as cabinet officers. 
Not more 


than five of them could be of the same 
political party and none of them could 
engage actively in any private busi- 
ness, trade or profession. 


In a prepared address* eyplaininc; 


his amendment, Senator Frelinghuy- 
sen declared the present tariff-making 
system was both "illogical and unsci- 
entific." 
Describing that system "ai 


"a- compilation of the statements of 
manufacturers, importers, merchants 
and farmers, and of inconclusive data 
collected by government agencies in- 
adequately equipped," the Senator 
said the public mind was thoroughly 
awake to "the abuses of this system 
and to the necessity for reform." 


Should Be Warning 


And this awakening should be a 


warning to all of us to take the tariff 
out of politics," he continued. "It has 
been said cynically that the tariff 
cannot be taken out of politics. It is 
probable that the theory of what con- 
stitutes proper tariff levies always 
will remain a political question, just 
as it has always been a mater of dis- 
pute between economists. 
But the 


method of finding out the 
facts on 


which to assess tariffs certainly is 
not a political matter." 
The New Jersey senator argue< 


that his amendment would "vitalize* 
the tariff commission and would re- 
move its members from "personal and

Why Dairying Pays 


Every man who is trying to get anywhere want* to have some- 


thing to say about the conditions under which he works. He wants 
to be able to use his brains and his energy to change those condi- 
tions to hie own advantage. 


Did you ever atop to. think that the grain farmer has little, or 


nothing to say about the conditions of tanning which surround him? 


From the wet, cold ground in the spring to the drouth and heat 


ot summer, the hall, the hot winds, the bugs and the frost, he Is at 
the mercy of the seasons, the prey of the elements, the victim of 
chance. 
Sometimes he wins. More often he loses. But he never is in con- 
trol of the conditions which surround him and his business. Success 
with him Is a gamble and we have been finding out of late years that 
the gambler's chance is a small one. 
The dairy farmer, however, an he gets his farm onto a dairy basis, 


lifts his business out ot the realm ol chance. He gradually comes 
to have the power to control, at least la some degree, the conditions 
which surround him and hfs business. He is better able to capitalize 
his ability, his knowledge, hta industry, and to profit personally 
through their exercise. Success'in dairying depends upon two things, 
both ot which the farmer can control with much more certainty than 
he can control anything connected with the grain business. Those 
things are (1) grading-.up the herd for better production, and (8) 
raising teed. 
. 
. 
> 
There is little ot the element of chance or luck in grading up a 


herd. The farmer has it within his power to plan ahead and then to 
make his piano come true. It is a matter of study, intelligent effort 
and persistence. But note this:—It every one of these were to be pre- 
sent in abundance they could ngt prevent a grain farmer losing every- 
thing in a hall etorm, a drouth, a week ot hot winds or a chins bug 
raid.Raising feed has more ot the element of chance than the work of 
grading up the herd, but the element ot chance is much less than 
where all the eggs are in the grain farming basket, and gradually 
the farmer can almost completely control the production of the feeds 
his dairy cows will need. Corn, for silage is a reasonably certain 
crop when there has been Intelligent seed selection for early matur- 
ity and when the cultivation has been adequate. Clover and alfalfa 
are crops la whicH not much, chance is taken. They respond to pro- 
per effort 
The combination of corn, silage and alfalfa or clover 


make up the feed ration. The dairy farmer can grade up his cows 
and provide his season's feed, and laugh at the seasons and elements' 
because through study and planning and effort he can beat them. 


Hence the good business proposition of getting into dairying. Our 


community cannot get onto a dairy basis in a month or a year. It 
is something we have to grow intb, but we can grow into it fast when 
once we start and the effort will pay nice dividends as we go along. 


There is no gueso work about this. There are hundred! of dairy 


communities in Minnesota and Wisconsin, and everyone can testify 
to the truth dot the business certainty of the industry. Bvery such 
community started from lost as small beginnings «» are those with 
which our community will start, and every one of them started from 
an original condition of grain' farming. 
These dairy communities know nothing about crop failures and 


care less. The farmers there have long since ceased to worry about 
them. They have mastered the' conditions which surround their busi- 
ness and while the grain "tanners are accumulating mortgages, the 
termers of dairy communities are building up deposits' la the banks. 


Let's consider this matter 'of getting the farming ot our commun- 


ity on a basis where the farmer, instead ot being at the mercy of the 
elements, can exercise some measure ot control over them.

On 
our own state of the border, New York might suc- 
ceed in postponing for several years the necessary 
Federal endowment to build this link which will 
connect the Great Lakes with the Atlantic, but, 
sooner or later, metropolitan selfishness in this 
respect would become so transparent that it would 
cease to fool anybody. 
Sooner or later, these 


great central-northwestern areas—which have 
willingly borne their share of «very Federal expen- 
diture to further seaboard interests—would make 
it politically plain that their rights must be given 
some consideration. It is no more conceivable that 
Montreal can permanently defeat Canadian co- 
operation in the creation of the seaway than that 
New York could permanently block it in the Unit- 
ed States. Public policy cannot be ruled indefi- 
nitely en either side of the Canadian-American 
boundary by entrenched and sulking greed.— 
Grand Rapids, Mich., Herald.

Chihauhau City, Chihauhnu, Mexico, 


June 21.—Cards, letters and telegrams 
from many places in the United States 
and Mexico were received hete today 
by Gen. Luis Terruzas, tokens of es- 
teem, and greetings on this day, his 
ninety-fourth birthday anniversary. 


Congratulations 
did 
not 
come by 


mail and wire alone, hundreds of per- 
sons greeted him face to face today. 
Many among them were Mexicans who 
had known the aged general all their 
lives. 


A penniless orphan when ten years 


old, 
Gen. Terrazas first learned the 


value of hard work. 
Then became a 


soldier, an oficer in the army, a gon- 
crul, governor of Mexico's largest state, 
a Mexican patriot and statesman, 
a 


multi-millionaire. 


He is spending his 94th birthday an- 


niversary in the city of his birth, hav- 
ing been an exile for seven years, but 
wno since has been welcomed back to 
his native land. 


Gen. 
Terrazas had 12 children and 


most of them are living. His wife died 
in Los Angeles in 1919 at the age of 86 


The* general declares he will live to 


be 100. 
He plays, he said, to outlive 


his arch enemy, Francisco Villa, so in 
the next world he can "rebuke him for 
his sins." Villa is not 50 yet, and is 
much stronger than Terrazas,

Chicago, Junfc 21—Babe Ruth's argu • 


ment with Umpire Dinecn yesterday be 
fore the Cleveland-New York contest 
will keep him out of the game two days 
in addition to the three days suspension 
imposed yesterday, President Ban John- 
son of the American League announced 
today. Buth, consequently will not be 
able to play until Sunday. 


President Johnson increased the home 


run king's suspension, originally three 
days, for disputing a decision made by 
Dineen in Monday's game at Cleveland 
to five days when he received a long re- 
port from the umpire today detailing 
the remarks made by the outfielder yes- 
terday when ordered off the field in 
compliance with Mr. Johnson's first rul- 
ing. 


Mr. Johnson announced that Buth is 


suspended without pay and that this 
failure of the decision will cost Bubo 
$1,500, or $300 a day .which was said by 
the American league president to be 
the player's salary. 


''Babe Buth is going to behave him- 


self or I'll keep him out of the game 
all summer," Mr. Johnson said in mak- 
ing known the decision. 


Umpire,, Dineen in the report which 


brought Ruth's original three-day sus- 
pension said that the player had called 
•him one of the vilest of names. In the 
report received today the umpire stated 
that Ruth came to him before yester- 
day's game and repeated the epithet, 
adding several other profane words to 
it. 
When Dineen resented the insult a 


fist fight was averted only by the- inter- 
ference of Tris Speaker, "Stuffy" Mcln- 
fiis and other Cleveland players who lea 
Ruth away. 


Johnson Wrathful. 


''There is no player in the American 


league who can call one of my um- 
pires names like that in such a dis- 
graceful manner on the ball field anu 
Jget away with it," said Mr. Johnson. 


"I want Babe Ruth to understand that 


fright now and here he ib going to behave 
himself or .I'll Keep him Out of the gam*, 
ithe rest of the summer. Such disgrace- 
ful actions are not going to be per- 
mitted and the sooner he understands 
it, the better. 


The umpires are in charge of the ball 


games and their authority is going tg 
•be respected by every man in the lea- 
igue." 


Salary Learned. 


Mr. Johnson's statement that the sus- 


pension without pay would cost Ruth 
.$1,500 was the first official statement 
that has been made concerning the 
home run king's salary. At $300 a da> 
on a basis of 154 games, ^Buth would 
'receive $46,200 for the season's work. 
At the time he signed his contract last 
winter it was understood that he also 
was to receive a substanial bonus for 
each home run. It was understood that 
any such bonus was not included in Mr. 
Johnson's estimate of the players' finan- 
cial loss through the suspension.
